—The motor-car and 
truck owners in_ forty-six 
states and the District of Co- 
lumbia consumed 10,178,344.- 
771 gallons vasoline and 
paid motor -f ‘uel taxes aggre- 
gating $305,233,842 last vear, 
the United States Bureau of 
Public Roads disclosed today. 

These figures are based on the 
tax which was effective during 
the whole or part of the year and 
include the levy collected and the 
gasoline consumed in Illinois dur- 

ing January only, owing to the 

fact that the law providing for 
the stat.’« 2-cent tax was held in- 

valid on February 24, 1928. 

Massachusetts and New 
were the only states without the 
gasoline tax in 1928 These two 
have since passed laws providing, in 
Massachusetts for a 2-cent tax 
effective January 1 last, and in New 
York for a 2-cent tax effective 
terday. 

As the [Illinois Legislature has 
passed a new law which provides for 
the collection of a 3-cent tax effec- 
tive August 1, that date wiil mark 
the final adoption of the tax by all 
states, ten years after the adoption 
by Oregon and Colorado, the pioneer 
States 

Changes in the rate of taxation 
were effected in four states during 
the year. The New Hampshire tax 
was increased from 3 cents to 4 
cents a gallon on the first day of 
the year. Virginia added a half cent 
on March 19, 1928, maxing the new 
rate 5 cents a gallon 

The Texas rate was reduced on 
September 1 from 3 to 2 cents a gal- 
lon, and Mississippi raised its rate 
from 4 to 5 cents a gallon on De- 
cember 1 last. 

The average rate 
1928 was 3 cents; the highest was 5. 
and the lowest was 2 cents. At the 
close of the year the rate in effect 
was 5 cents in seven states, 4 cents 
in eleven states, 31% cents in one

FORD MOTOR UPHELD 
IN DISENFRANCHISING 
CLEVELAND DEALER 


CLEVELAND, May 2.—Rights of 
‘ the Ford Motor Company to 
arbitrarily disenfranchise its deal- 
ers was upheld here by a decision 
just handed down by the Ninth 
Federal District Court. 

The Vance Motor Company 
Cleveland, former Ford dealer, had 
sued the Ford Motor Company for 
charging that the Ford 
Company had arbitrarily taken the 
Ford dealership away and had 
obliged the Vance Company to turn 
over orders for new cars. 

Damage claims were based in part 
on charges that the Ford Company 
had failed to keep promises of de- 
livery on the new Model A, and, 
after keeping the Vance Company 
in enforced idleness for nearly a 
year, then arbitrarily deprived it of 
the benefit of orders written during 
that time. 

After hearing the evidence, Fed- | 
eral Judge Paul Jones eer the 
i}case from the jury and ordered a 
verdict entered for the Ford Motor 
Company.

The total registration 
of motor vehicles abroad has now reached 7,285,000 units, 
which compares with 7,585,000 cars and iia in operation 
in this country in the year 1919. Looking back we remem- 
ber that we considered ourselves rather a well-motorized 
country in the year 1919. Of course the wider territory 
covered by the seven million vehicles in use in the of 
the world today makes the per capita registration somewhat 
different from our own of ten years ago. Nevertheless the 
“world do move,” and it will not be so many years before 
foreign registration will equal our own home total. All of 
which is intensely interesting to our export division. 

Other interesting information is brought out in this 
new Facts and Figures. For instance, the fact that 
4,341,000 persons were last year employed in motor trans- 
portation. By the latest census figures there are about 
44,000,000 persons in the United States gainfully employed. | 
This means that the motor transportation industry in all its 
phases gives a living to more than 11 per cent. of our popu-| 
Jation. If we take three and a 
xene rally accepted statistics, we have men, women and chil-| 
dren to the number of approximately 15,000,000 deriving 
their daily bread from our industry. 

A statement in the book which gave us a considerable 
thrill was the one to the effect that during 1928 there were 
completed 36,000 miles of surfaced highway. This mileage, 
would make up a very considerable proportion of the entire | 
highway system of Great Britain or of France, both of which |! 
were leaders in the good road movement. It would be inter- | 
esting to know just what return in dividends this tremend- | 
ous addition to our highway system will pay during its life- 
time. Certainly it will be far more than the cost of surfac-| 
ing the roads. 

It is also extremely interesting to note that the auto- 
motive industry last year shipped over the railways more} 
than 3,500,000 car-loads of raw materials and finished prod- 
ucts. The income from that vast train of freight cars should 
do much to alleviate the anguish of the railway men when 
they think of the diversion of traffic from rails to roads. 

In one paragraph the N. A. C. C. booklet mentioned the | 
fact that automotive taxes in 1928 reached the for bidding | 
total of $808,000,000. Nearly a billion dollars was the bur- | 
den that the motor vehicle community was forced to pay for 
the mere privilege of owning its vehicles. This class taxa-} 
tion was a burden which had to be met before the ordinary 
expenses of operating vehicles could be considered. How 
much farther are we going to allow this class tax! 
burden to go? 

Of course California has always been the most com-| 
pletely motorized of our states, at least within recent years. 
The total registration of motor vehicles in the West Coast i 
state in 1928 was enough to give a motor vehicle to each 
two and seven-eighths persons within the commonwealth’s 
berders. Accepting the usual estimate of three and a half 
persons per family, California has considerably more than 
one motor vehicle per family group. Being the Golden’ 
State, this commonwealth will probably set sail to register 
1 car for every person now resident within its borders. 

And just by way of keeping the record clear, let us 
nod toward Arizona, which registered an increase in 
motor vehicle registration of 16 per cent., the hishest 
achieved last year by any state.

For Airports Development 


Central Airport, Camden, Starts 13 Buildings; 
Jersey City Acreage Leased; Secaucus, 
Passaic Co. to Spend $3,000,000 


EWARK, N. J., May 2.—More than $8,000,000 will be!

spent in the development this summer of airports in| 
New Jersey, according to a program of building expansion 
either already under way or planned for completion this} 


summer. 


This state has a record of at 
least one airport in every one of 
the twenty-one counties, while 
some counties boast as many as 
six flying fields or airports. The 
Newark Municipal Airport, recent- 
ly completed, and which is grow- 
ing rapidly, is today valued at 
more than $7,000,000. While one 
of the newest it is credited with 
being, at the present time, the 
largest in the state, boasts the only 
port of foreign entry in the state 
for an airport, and was recently 
awarded air-mail contracts. 

Plans under way call for at least 
two airports that will rival New- 
ark’s; one at Secaucus and another 
in Jersey City. 

Recent developments in New Jer- 
sey are the acquisition of consider- 
able acreage for airports in Fair- 
field, Passaic County, with plans for 
grading, hangars, lighting and run- 
ways to cost $150,000; the leasing of 
meadowland in Jersey City where 
plans for an airport to cost $350,000 
are under way, and purchase of 
meadowland in Secaucus for an air- 
port to cost $2,000,000. One million 
dollars will be spent to develop 
Westfield Airport, which was 
cently leased by the Atlantic Air 
Service, Inc., which is planning the 
erection of a sixteen-plans hangar 
Passaic County freeholders are seek- 
ing a site and plan to spend 
$1,000,000 on an airport. 

The Central Airport at Camden 
has started work on improvements 
that will cost $1,500,000, Paul 
Thomas, vice-president of the air- 
port, announces. Thirteen build- 
ings are rapidly nearing completion, 
some expected to be ready for oc- 
cupancy on June 1. These will in- 
clude an administration building, 
containing the executive offices, 
hotel rooms, weather bureau, light- 
ing plant and control tower; exhi- 
bition building, containing six 
plane showrooms; country club, inn, 
restaurant and swimming pool, all 
open to the public; seven hangars, 
each 120x200 feet, all leased to fly- 
ing companies, private owners of 
planes and aviation clubs; repair 
shop and service station, rented to 
the Wright Aeronautical Corpora- 
tion as the first service station of 
that company; clubhouse for the 
South Jersey Aviation Club and the 
Aero Club of Pennsylvania. All 
buildings will be of brick, concrete 
and steel construction. 

At Elizabeth airport $100,000 is 
being spent for grading and surfac- 
ing, while Mercer Airport has 
awarded contracts for the erection 
of a ten-plane hangar to _ cost 
$25,000.. The Paterson Airport Cor- 
poration is planning to spend $40,000 
for a hangar.
